Κον. Elden B. Mowers, Saginaw's 1950 
Distinguished Alumnus, goes over the 
program with Journalists Dorothy Drown 
and Suzanne DuBois, who gave the 
Alumni recognition and the Journalist's 
prayer, respectively, at the City audi- 
torium, May 4. 


Saginaw High’s twelfth recipient of the Distinguished Alumnus award went to a clergyman, 45-year-old Elde; 
Benjamin Mowers, rector of Detroit's Grace Episcopal church parish, and a member of the Class of 1923. 

The award was given Rev. Mr. Mowers on May 4, in a colorful ceremony at the Auditorium in the presence 0 
the entire student body of the school. The ceremonies were arranged and presented by the Journalism department 
under the direction of Miss Mary Elizabeth Hetherington. Guests included Bishop Richard S. Emrich, of the diocese o 
Michigan, and the newest Distinguished Alumnus’ wife and their two sons, David and Robert. 

The colorful story of Rev. Mr. Mowers’ career was told to the big audience by Dorothy Drown, Journalism pupi 
who won the privilege in an audition contest. Suzanne DuBois gave the invocation, Rudolph Puhlman was organist 
and Principal S. H. Lyttle presided. 

Out of Saginaw High in June, 1923, young Mowers required seven years and a tough financial struggle tc 
complete his college career, and two more to win the privilege of serving in the Christian ministry. He began hi: 
college career at Kenyon college, a Protestant Episcopal school of wide renown. 

After two years he shifted to the University of Chicago, but his college attendance was interrupted frequently 
by the necessity of getting а job—mostly wielding a shovel on highway construction—to provide funds to continué 
his education. Hence it was five years from the time of his entry at the University of Chicago until he received th 
degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. 

But he wasn't a "grind" at college, far from it. He found time to engage in the activities of Lambda Chi Alphe 
fraternity, and also to do a bit of wrestling, so effectively that he became U of C's welterweight champion! 

The Summer between his Junior and Senior years at Chicago, he voyaged to Europe in company with the Rev 
Paul R. R. Reinhardt, then rector of St. Paul's Episcopal church in Saginaw. 

After graduation, Mowers taught for two years at Batchelder Hall at Romeo, Michigan; then, in 1932, entere 
Philadelphia Divinity school. While there he also worked toward his master's degree in history at the University 
of Pennsylvania graduate school. Meantime he helped earn his way by working as a youth leader at St. Michae 
Episcopal and Christ Episcopal churches at Germantown, Pa. He was graduated from Divinity School in 1935 
magna cum laude, and a day later received his master's degree from the University of Pennsylvania. 

The young clergyman's first regular post in the church of his choice—the goal of his long struggle for an edu 
cation—was that of vicar of St. Peter's Episcopal church, Huntington, W. Va. He continued there until 1940, mean 
while winning a fine local reputation for his relief work during that town's 1937 flood. In 1940 he became recto! 
of St. John's Episcopal church, serving the towns of Welch and Gary, W. Va. A year later he was advanced к 
the vicarate of the Church of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, and in 1934 he became rector of Zion Episcopal 
church in that City. 

From late 1945 until 1949 he was dean of Holy Trinity Episcopal Cathedral, Havana, Cuba. During his four- 
year pastorate there, he led a major construction project—a $500,000 new cathedral, school, hospital, and deanery. 

Early in 1949 his health broke down, and he returned to the United States, and last year assumed the pastorate 
at Grace Episcopal church, Detroit.

Potato chips and candy bars worth $1,200. 

Over 1,800 single donations ranging from 
$1 to $1,000. 

This, not from a single gift of a lumber king, 
but from contributions of thousands—including 
an unsolicitated $25 from a GI in Dutch New 
Guiana—Saginaw’s $32,000 Alumni Memorial 
Scholarship endowment fund—a living tribute 
to the 61 men who died on the battlefields or in 
the prison camps of World War II—reaches its 
goal on the eve of another world crisis. 

It all started in February, 1945, at the sug- 
gestion of Principal S. H. Lyttle. 

A group of alumni, including Miss Macy 
Kitchen, Saginaw's only Distinguished Alumna, 
met to map what was originally intended to be 
a $35,000 campaign. But the present $32,000 
has been so wisely invested it is now returning 
over $1,000 income yearly, sufficient to care for 
the four concurrent $1,000 gift scholarships. Half 
of the amount is invested in government bonds, 
the rest in good securities, including certificates 
of deposit. 

The first individual gift came from Mrs. Sam 
Symons '07, drive chairman for the Class that fe 
ranked second only to that of 1938 in total con- Arthur Schupp ^13 presents four $125 checks to Principal S. Н. Lyttle. 
tributions. Largest individual donor honors went 


to the Class of 1895, when William Lee Cooper, Saginaw's eighth Distinguished Alumnus, proffered a $500 check. 

Beginning with the Class of 1887, Saginaw graduates were organized for the drive, a chairman and committee serv- 
ing for each class from that year through 1944. In all, these alumni subscribed $16,174.97, with the Class of 1938's 
(eight of whom paid the Supreme sacrifice) $1,951.67 leading the pack. 

Among gifts pouring in from the other side of the world was an unsolicitated $25 postal money order from Floyd 
Clark '42, then stationed in Dutch New Guiana. He wrote: 

“You people could not build a monument for my buddies to compare with the Alumni Memo- 
rial Scholarship Endowment fund!” 

But the most unique money-raising technique came from the younger generation’s Junior pencil sales, begun in 
1945-46 and continuing through last Spring. 

Then it was that Junior Counselor Isma McHugh, who directed this phase of the Memorial drive, could announce 
that the sales of some 15,000 pencils had netted the scholarship $1,376.94! These profits formed the backbone of the 
Junior-Senior series of gifts: Senior memorials, Junior and Senior plays, operetta, and banquet profits, that ranged from 
$314.73 in 1946-47 to a high of $775.79 in 1947-48. 

All in all, the teen-age 1945-51 classes subscribed a grand total of $2,983.23 to the total endowment, besides 
“eating” their way to another $1,200, profits from Thencean’s candy and potato chips sales! 

Even the Student Lantern played a part in giving the drive a “sendoff” in 1945, when its Service-to-School cam- 
paign resulted in the purchase of forty-one $25 War bonds, the gift of some 33 advisories. 

The scholarship, a perpetual memorial to those boys who made the Supreme Sacrifice in World War II, provides 
four concurrent $1,000 gifts, payable in $125 installments for eight semesters of college training. Candidates are 
chosen on a basis of scholarship, character, and participation in school activities. 

The first recipient, Ralph Rupp "46, graduates next Spring from the "lit" school of the University of Michigan. 
Second winner George Leo ran out of funds during his Junior year at the University, and is presently working. He 
plans to return as soon as his present debt to the University is paid off. 

Charles Rank and Richard Remus, third and fourth recipients, also attend the University. Both are honor

“Your support 
for a new high school was a real service to the school and city. We hope fine headquarters await you journalists 
when the new building is erected.” 

“Snappy newswriting . . . snappy make-up” .. . and "outstanding interviews” contributed to the high rating 
(including a newswriting score of 96 out of 100), Dr. Campbell asserted. He referred specifically to Betty Jane 
Slominski's prize-winning interview with Talvaldis Sturis, Saginaw’s first “D.P.” 

Thus Editor-in-Chief Mona Pierson and her conferees pounced on — for the tenth consecutive year — the two 
awards that have become known as the "Pulitzer prize" of scholastic journalism. 

Only 50 publications in the Nation merit the Gallup award — judged on the basis of service — yearly.

After an unusually successful financial year, the Senior class of 1920 decided to turn over $250 to the Alumni 
Association trustees, to serve as the nucleus of a fund to be designated as the "Alumni Scholarship." Subsequent 
profits from football games, plays, and the yearbook were added to the fund until April, 1935; then, by court 
action, the United Advisory Scholarship commission came into permanent possession of the money, with instruc- 
tions to make awards exclusively to East Side High School graduates. 

Today, Alumni Scholarship winners are selected jointly upon the recommendation of the faculty and the United 
Advisory Scholarship commission. Character, scholastic standing, participation and achievement in various recognized 
school activities, quality of leadership, regard for authority, evidence of future public spirit, sense of service, all 
elements which make for a thorough and constructive American citizen, comprise the basis of selection. Scholarships are 
awarded only as funds are available. 

Last year this honor was shared by JOANN ROBINS, GERALDINE STEINER, KAY CROTEAU, and ROBERT

Counseling in the Eleventh Grade is handled through weekly group meetings in the Home Room and through 
individual conferences with the pupil. While all counseling deals with character development, the main stress in this 
grade is on CONDUCT and BEHAVIOR, emphasizing such characteristics as honesty, dependability, loyalty to one's 
self and to the school, co-operation, courtesy, and good leadership; in fact, all characteristics that would be of value 
in the development of good leadership for the civic community. 

Each year special stress is placed on some certain phase. This year the emphasis is centered on "Courtesy and 
Consideration for others." 

Other important items discussed in these weekly group meetings are: 

"The Jones Personality Chart" or "The Pupil Profile", with the list of qualities stressed and how these affect 
the future lives of each pupil. One trait chart is kept on the bulletin board of each Home Room about three weeks 
to try to impress that trait upon the pupils; 

"The Personal File",—what it contains and how significant it is in the life of each pupil; 

"Camp Minniwanca", how it operates and how juniors are selected for it; 

"Wolverine Boys' State", its purpose in developing the best in leadership through actual participation from a 
political point of view, and how boys are chosen to go. 

Through individual conferences, a pupil is able to discuss more personal things with the teacher and each gets 
to know the other better. Many difficulties are cleared up through these personal conferences and much good is 
accomplished. 

All conferences, individual or in groups, help the pupil to get a better and broader perspective of the greater 


values of life.
